As this nanism relates to me my only interest at the moment and relating 
to others is to be informed about any records that have been released. ketrisving any in 
60,000 is not easy. By citation. I can because i have them. 

Others will be asking as for copies. Some hav* already. Others will be going over 
these records, without ay supervision. Two reporters have already. 

I would like to be in & position to refer all requests for records about any c ritio 
to each critic, with the understanding that each would make copies available together 
with any accompanying statement each might want to have considered along with the FBI's 
concoctions* Under the Privacy Act they were required to permit opportunity to respond or 
rebut* They saw to it that this was impossible for me and X suBpect for all* ^n &y ca^e 
4 I took the initiative beginning in 1975 and 1 did, repeatedly, invoke the Act* They or© 
in violation. I do not know what if anything others have done along this line. But I do 
think it le only fair to assure a means for this still to be dona where public use is 
involved in the present and historical considerations nay be involves in the future. 

I writs you because I have been told that there are such roeoitin on you and because 
Ted Gandolfo has already asked me for some records on critios. proposes to I sup.xjee 
expose the dlstiness in all of tills. 1 have not asked what uae he Intend* 

liawould much prefer to send you a set of the records on you and have you be able to 
provide anything you might want to provide to accompany the records* I would also like to 
have a oopy of any such statement to file with those records, for present and fAr permanent 
uses when they are at the university* 

It will not be easy for me to locate and provide oopies.To a large degree I will have 
to be given citations to them by others. There is no possibility that their arrogances of 
the £IB will do this because they refused to respond whan I made such a request for uses 
in court. Aa they mny inform Paul Hoch I am without doubt that he, in turn, will be informa- 
tive. And to a limited degree I will le m from the media as I am asked and/or consulted 
about these records/ George lardnar asked me about some relating to me of which x had not 
heard aa recently as yesterday afternoon. Ho will send tne copies of tnosc he has soon and 
by the id&ntifioationn on those copies I'll be able to locate t'o surrounding records.

tfe have aoue limitation? that I would like others to understand. And if you did not 
know I obtained the second barth without fee by court order* 

I have cleared space in our basement and have a jn special area for records, in 

a separate row of file cabinets. The records and are will be in the form in which 1 
received them, bound by Sections with Acco clips. A y wife alone takes them apart for 
copying. There are reasons but the ons I think is comprehensible enough is to guarantee 
their preservation in the form in which I received them* She takes them apart only for 
maxing copies for others, after which they are in ths aamo conditions as when she bo.^an* 
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Under any conditions providing both access and copi ©3 will present uajf with adJod 
burdens. We -will do all wo cnn but we would durdenoosneneea rodftced to the minimum, 

I have more accumulated work than ever and can t begin to keep up with what i must do 
relating to FOIA litigation alone, ^his tie*! or' the year my wife is busy full-time on 
tax work, 3he is now farthur behind because of assistance given to oinurs ior a two- 
day period. 

One way in which it is possible to minimise this is for each who will want copies of 
personal records to request a list of the citations on the FBI index to CMsatrel fil *3 at 
FBI ft*, They are required to respond within 10 dayB, plus ti;ae for mail, In 12 days one 
can appeal, and after 20 more can file a complaint in federal court, Jow-.ver, I eu.-, est 
that for those who do not want to go to court and who do not want* to ask the FBI for copies 
under BA tho beat course is to ask for the citations on the indsxsa. They ore not required 
to £on«r«te new records but they are required to provide copies of existing records, I f d 
offer to accept a list as an alternative to copies of the index curds, which they’d 
probably find soo* excuse for refusing. 

If I did not get a response in 10 days I f d appeal nnd at the aan-> time talk to ay 
ongresonen and Sana tors, ooldar they then deennd compliance of the FBI and that each 
register a^proteet with the AG, who is long past the time where, given good. intent, ho 
should have been info:Taed of the levies a nous of his lav-enforcement agency, 

What I am saying is that I donQt want my wife to have to go over the same records 
tics and time again to make copies. (Even walking the steps ia soli*; time a not eaay for her. 
And any refiling is an added burden when we are so overloaded.) 

bhat I will do ia make separate files as I come aocrosa any records no that 

thoso can ve retrieved easily, +a 1 lcaru oi’ Sections in which th&ro arc such records I 
will oo^regate thorn until 1 can review them myself, I will then designate copies to bo made. 
These oopioa also will go to the ua me separate file, so that cvjj- a >*rin^ of tino I will 
be accumulating sone of these na ty personal records, ‘t'hie will provide a check against 
completeness in 'J\e future. It also will enable come access whore there is ajbori^noy nord, 

iui others wont access to other records I will do all 1 possibly can. This week my 
wife and £ took much time to facilitate this, time we do not have. We will be doing all 
we can ia tho future, probably the only refusals being to nutty or other counter-productive 
requests, I have some plans that are formulating with usoo. 

There is a colxege student wao has a car and lives nearby and who 1 have been able to 
get to do some vork at a nominal 33.00 an hour. Her next projoct will be to rofilo tlia 
records used by thiu wouk’e reporters. As aha does this aha will make a list of tlx,- records 
she refiles. She will also sake a 3/x5 card on each record and add the name of the reporters. 
Thus we will know that however hastily they reviewed those records, m^y prefer not 

to examine those or nay want to write or speak to those reporters about what they noted. 

While 1 have other ideaa I have no time for going into them now. Please excuse my 
not bein<; able to rend and correct tills. It ia close to nail time vjid thore is 125 yards 
of edge-to-odge ice ia my lane, Hope you are well and happy,
